WRITTEN IN GOLD. 

Codex Aureus, the Most Wonderful ef 
All Prized Bibles. 

You are wont to think of the Itlble 
as the King James version, with which 
you have been familiar from your 
Childhood. Da you know what the 
bibliophile regards as the most won- 
derful Bible in the world? 

It Is known as the Codex Aureus, or 
golden codex, because tin- lettering Is 
all laid on the parchment in pure 
gold. It Is of value for a totally differ- 
ent reason, however. It Is written in 
the Gothic tongue, anil a notation on 
it which bears the date MO A. I), 
calls it an ancient manuscript, even at 
that time. It consists of large por- 
tions of the four gospels and Is of the 
greatest value to scholars because It 
has preserved so much of that long 
dead Innguai-'e. 

A much more s[>ectneuliir copy of the 
Scriptures is the one that Is known as 
the "devil's I'.ihle." one of the famous 
things to see iu the city of Stockholm. 
Sweden. It rests on a large table In 
the Itoyal library, and It is n remark- 
able work of art. 

Its origin Is enshrouded In traditions, 
no two of which agree iu the least. It 
was brought to Sweden from a con- 
vent In Iiohemia as a part »f the loot 
after the thirty years' war and was 
prohubly the life work of dozens of 
consecrated monks. It is not on ordi- 
nary parchment, but the lettering was 
applied on the secretly treated skins 
of :tiK> asses, and the process of treat- 
ing the skins is n lost art. The frontls- 
piece looks like the portrait of the 
devil: hence the name. - St Louis 
Globe- Democrat.

Meantime Banta Anna advanced at 
the In-ill of a Mexican army, entere I 
Texas and on Feb. 98 laid siege to the 
Alamo fort at San Antonio. Atrocious 

butchery marked the progress of his 

soldiery. The Mexican general mai!e 
frequent assaults upon tha fori to rout 

tho defenders. Tha smsll handful of 
Americana, bowerer, were able to with- 
stand the siege lor eleven days. They 
were starving, but in spite of this they 
we e able to mffct death Upon about 
I. Hi hi of the enemy. 

When the siege was nt Its height 
Davy Crockett, with about thirty fron- 
tiersmen, cut his way through the Mex- 
ican forces nnd, rushing Into the fort, 
shouted, "Boys, we're here to die with 
you!" Finally the day came when the 
little band could withstand the assault 
no longer. It was tho memorable tlth 
of March. It was a hand to hand 
struggle, but each American before he I 
gave up his life mnde the enemy pay ! 
an nwful toll. 

Colonel James Bowie was one of the j 
bravest of the Americans, and when 
his body was discovered It lay In the 
center of a circle of slain Mexican*. At 
Inst only six defenders remained nllve, 
among whom was Davy t'rockett. | 
Santa Anna promised them protection ] 
If they would surrender, but the mo- | 
BBMlt they laid down their arms they . 
were butchered like sheefi. More than 
a dozen sword wounds pierced Crockett 
before he fell. 

Mad with rnge nt the Alamo tragedy. | 
Sam Houston gathered the settlers to- 
gether. He showed an unusual amount 
of strategy, knowing that his band of 
followers would not lie nble to compete 
with the Mexicans, so he retreated in 
order to scatter the pursuing Mexican 
force until San Jacinto was reached. 

At San Jacinto the Americans charged 
the Mexican force, which wns much 
superior in number, but throughout the 
roar of the eaniiomiillug and the rattle 
of musketry that wild yell, "Remember 
the Alamo!" could be constantly heard 
above the din. It stirred the patriots 
and made them fight like demons. In 
barely twenty minutes after the first | 
onslaught the Mexicans were Hying In 
every direction, with Houston and his 
men following them. 

Houston had his horse shot from 
under him, and a bullet had smusbed 
hi - own ankle. This mnde no impres- 
sion upon him, for he paused not for 
a moment until the entire Mexican I 
force was destroyed. The Mexican 
loss was laMM killed and captured, and | 
among tite latter was Santa Anna. 

It was the battle of San Jacinto 
that secured for Texas her Independ- 
ence, and for his valor Sam Houston 
re. elved as his pay the honor of being 
the first president of the new re- 
public, which was later to become the 
largest state in the Union. It was 
through Houston's influence ten years 
later thai Texas became a member of 
the United Slates with the result, the 
Mexican war. Texas, by the way, has 
been under no less than six flags— that 
of Frame. Spain. Mexico, the Texas 
republic, the Southern ( 'onfedei acy ami 
Old GlOiy.
